Iowa to receive $4.7 million to address opioid crisis 
 

Iowa will receive $4,677,279 over five years as part of a settlement with McKinsey & Co., over 
its role in fueling the opioid epidemic. Iowa Attorney General joined the coalition of attorneys 
general from 47 states, the District of Columbia and five U.S. territories in the $573 million 
settlement, which resolves investigations into McKinsey & Co.’s role in helping opioid 
companies promote their drugs.  
 

As Iowa Attorney General Tom Miller said, “McKinsey played a critical role in developing and 
amplifying dangerous messages about opioid use that Purdue Pharma and others perpetuated 
for years. This settlement agreement will allow us to help Iowans who suffer from the impact of 
the opioid crisis by supporting and expanding needed substance abuse treatment services.”
